Mrssus. YARROW have undertaken to build a 
stern-wheei guaboat in 36 days for the French to 
use against the natives of Dahomey. The boat is 
100 feet long, draws 18 inches, and has a carrying 
capacity equal to 400 troops. 

FRENCH marine architects, it is reported, have ex- 
pressed considerable surprise at the English being 
able to build so large and fine a battleship as the 
Royal Sovereign in two years and a half. They 
sowetimes take from five to ten years for their 
first-class battleships. 

THE suit of Nathanial McKay against the United 
States for $284 554 for the construction of the moni- 
tor Squando, which has been pending for 27 years, 
was decided in the Court of Claims in his favor for 
$115,117, being $30,090 less than allowed him by the 
naval experts who investigated the case.

THE GOWING COURT-MARTIAL. 


Tue G. O. A. for the trial of Chief Engr. B. C.

York, June 29. Chief Engr. Gowing was present 


Capt. C. 8. Norton, of the receiving ship Vermont, 
testified, according to the published reports, that 
on June 6 be met Mr. Gowing on the cob dock and 
that accused bad the appearance of a man who was 
under the influence of liquor.

Mr. Gowing’s voice was not 
the same as usual and bis walk was not as 
usual. Notwithstanding, Mr. Gowing carried out 
his orders correctly, and the witness said he con- 
sidered him fit for duty. At luncheon Mr. Gowing 
joined in the conversation in a rational manner. 
After supper the commanding officer requested the 
wituess to warn Mr. Gowing in regard co drinking. 

In the second day's trial, June 30, Mr. W, S. Volz, 
an employee, testified that he hed never seen Mr 
Gowin the influen liquor, and Corpl.

duty on June 6 and saw no sign of liquor or any- 
thing unusual about Mr.Gowing. L. Wwe Doemeritt 
testified that he was in the shipping department 
at the yard on June 6, and saw nothing strange in 
his condition. 





U. 8. COURT OF CLAIMS. 
Robert Thornton v. The United Stutes. 


Nort, J., delivered the opinion of the court. 

The claimant originally enlisted in the Marine 
Corps, at Washington, in 1878. He was discharged 
at Mare Island, Cal., in 1886, but immediately re- 
enlisted for a term of five years. Ino 1889 he was 
diecharged at Washington by order of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, two years before his term of en 
liste ent bad expired, upon his own request. No con- 
dition upon his discharge was imposed by the Sec- 
po at except that it was to be “upon settlement 
of his accounts.” He sought commutation or 
travelling expenses in place of transportation from 
Washington, the place of his discharge, to Mare Is- 
land, the place of his last enlistment. It was re- 
fused by the dad Comptroller upon the fol- 
lowing grounds: 

“Since 1832 it has been the practice of the ac- 
counting officers and the War Department to refuse 
in all cases travelling allowances to soldiers dis- 
charged at their own request and for their own 
convenience. The expression of the law that 
“when a soldier is discharged from the service’ 
has reference to an involuntary discharge, and not 
to a case where the soldier is discharg upon his 
own request.” 

The law upon which the claimant rests his de- 
mand is Revised Statutes, Section 1290, which, as 
amended by the Act 27th February, 1877 (19 Stat. 
L., 52 is in these words: 

“When a soldier is discharged from the service, 
except by way of punishment for an offence, he 
shall be allowed transportation and subsistence 
from the place of bis discharge to the place of 
his enlistment, enrollment, or original m into 
the service.” 

The ambiguity of the statute was brought into it 
by an amendment. Originally it read that ‘‘ When 
a soldier is honorably discharged from the service 
he shall be allowed transportation, etc., etc. The 
act of 1877 struck out the word ‘honorably’ and in 
troduced the words ‘except by way of punishment 
for an offence.’”’ As it now stands, it;expressly de- 
clares one single exception, and seems to imply 
that in all other cases whatsoever the d ed 
soldier shall be allowed transportation and subsist- 
ence from the place of his discharge to the —5— ot 
his enlistment. The law and usage, therefore, was 
from 1832 to 1877 that a soldier should not receive 
transportation from the place of bis discharge to 
the place of bis enlistment if his discharge at that 
place was brought about by his own request, The 
usage, if not the law, since 1877 has continued to 
be that a soldier will not receive transportation 
unless the discharge was brought about by the ex- 
piration of the term of enlistment or by the voiun- 
tary action of the Government. 

The term “ honorably discharged" frequently ap- 
pears in the statutes and in military orders and cor- 
respondence; but the form of the discharge given 
to eoldiers does not use the term “honorable” or 
“honorably,” or dishonorable or dishonorably. The 
Army Regulations, 1863, 165, 166, provid that 
blank discharges on parchment would be furnished 
from the Adjutant-General’s Noon and that the 
cause of discharge would be stated in the body of 
the discharge. It was therefore frequently a ques- 
tion with courts and accounting officers, whether a 
soldier was or was not honorably discha . In 
Keily’s Case (5 C. Ols. R., 476-483), the Second Comp- 
troller held “that the document itself not saying 
whether the discharge was honorable or dishonor- 
able, the fact wust be determined by proof;” and 
he held that the discharge was dishonorabie; but 
the Adjutant-General certified that the instrument 
was in the usual form of discharge given to honor- 
ably discharged soldiers. 

The amendment enacted by the act of 1877, in 
striking out the word “‘ honorably" and at thesame 
time inserting the words “except by way of pun- 
ishment for an offence,’”’ was undoubtedly in 
to relieve courts and accounting officers from the 
embarrassment of determining whether a discharge 
was honorable or dishonorable. The question now 
is whether the amendment did more than this+- 
whether it overruled the rulings and usage of the 
accounting officers for a period of 45 yearsand gave 
or was intended to give, transportation to soldiers 
whose discharge at the time and place of discharge 
was of their own seecking—wasa favor and not a 

ht. 

"atever may have been the understanding of 
the committee which reported the amendment, or 
the members who voted for it, the court must take 
the intent of Congress as it stands expressed in the 
statute which they have made. As thelaw stood by 
departmental construction of more than 45 years of 
unquestioned usage, a soldier honorably disch 

was entitled to transportation from the place of his 
discharge to the place of his enlistment, except in 
cases where he was disch before the expira- 
tion of bis term of enlistment at his own request. 
The amendment came and changed the law as thus 
administered. The re-enacted law declares an ex- 
ception which is not the exception of the executive 
departments. Hxceptio probat reguiam. Where a 
statute declares one exception, the judiciary cannot 
deciare that another was intended. Here the statute 
as amended declares that “ when a soldier is dis- 
charged from the service’ “he shall be allowed 
transportation and subsistence from the place of 
his discharge to the place of his enlistment,” “ ez~ 
cept” when bis discharge is “ by way of punish- 
ment for an offence.” In this case the discharge not 
having been for the punishment of an offence the 
case came within the rule and not within the excep- 
tion. 

The judgment of the court is that the claimant re- 
cover of the defendants the sum of $141.30.

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ARMY ORDNANCE “WORK. 

IN the JouRNAL of June 25 we gave a summary 
of an article upon the modern high-power guns and 
mortars of the Army, published in the New York 
Sun. A second instalment of this story may also 
be of interest to our readers. 

Two questions came up when the system of 
forged steel guns was adopted. The first was as to 
the material to be employed, It appears that asa 
consequence of a careful study by the Ordnance 
Department of the reports on the metals exhibited 
at the Paris Exposition of 1878 it was ascertained 
that a steel answering best the requirements of gun 
steel was a forged steel of mild quality, treated as 
follows: After torging, the metal was annealed to 
relieve it from the strains produced by hammering; 
it was then tempered in oils and again annealed to 
relieve the tensions produced by the tempering. 
The resulting metal possessed a high tensile strength 
and elastic limit, with a very considerable degree of 
ductility, thereby securing the important quality of 
toughness. Accordingly, about twenty of the steel 
works of this country were invited to produce such 
gun forgings; bat only one or two could respond. 
The Midvale Steel Works could and did farnish 
hoops, but could not at first produce the tubes and 
jackets, which were, accordingly, ordered from 
abroad, under the specifications prescribed by the 
department for oil-tempered and annealed steel. 

The steel having thus been selected, the next 
question was as to the shrinkages to be employed 
in building up guns, The general theories and 
formulas on the subject had been ascertained from 
foreign sources, but nothing was known as to their 
accuracy er practical value, or the limits of accur- 
acy in which it was necessary to work in machining 
the parts for assemblage. Accordingly, the depart- 
ment adopted the practice in each type of gun, of 
assembling with the shrinkages proposed for the 
gun a short cylinder, representing a section of the 
gun through the powder chamber, and afterwards 
dismantling it. In this way it was enabled tojudge 
of the practical value of the formulas. The revised 
results of these investigations were published in 
** Notes on the Construction of Ordnance, No. 35,” 
These reports on hoop tests and the revision of the 
formulas have excited great interest abroad, and 
are referred toas authorities on the subject to which 
they pertain. 

Meanwhile, in 1884, the Ordnance Department 
having long recognized the superiority of moulded 
powders of prismatic form with a central perfora- 
tion, induced the Messrs. Du Pont to undertake the 
manufacture of similiar powders in this country, 
furnishing them with information regarding the 
construction of prismatic powder presses, dimen~ 
sions of grains, ete. The department also procured 
samples of brown or cocoa powder from Europe, 
which were tested and supplied to the powder 
makers for analysis. This type of powder was very 
soon successfully produced in this country. 

In 1885 the Ordnance Department gave the Mid- 
vale Steel Works an order for a complete set of 
steel forgings for an 8 inch steel gun, the largest 
calibre that had been attempted in the United 
States up to that time; it also gave the Oambria 
Iron Works an order for the hoops of a 10-inch 
rifle, of which the tube, jacket, and trunnion hoops 
were to be procured abroad. During that year and 
the next experiments gave important results touch- 
ing the longitudinal strength conferred on a gun 
from frictional resistance due to shrinkage, and the 
efficiency of such frictional resistance as a coupling 
between tube and jacket to prevent separa- 
tion in firing. Experiments were also made to 
determine the effect upon the qualities of 
oil-tempered steel by exposing it to a high 
furnace heat; also toa jbrief contact with molten 
metal. These experiments grew out of cireum- 
stances in which the necessity haf occurred for 
separating cylinders after they had been shrunk to- 
gother—a necessity which is likely to occur now and 
then in building up guns by shrinkage, even where 
considerable care is exercised in the supervision. 
Still other experiments were made for working up a 
suitable obturating primer fer large guns, by which 
the escape of gases through the vent should be pre- 
vented. These were ultimately successful. Owing 


‘to the expansion under fire of the first experimen- 
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tal 8- ineh ‘tifle, which — the entire hoop- 
ing of the tube up to the muzzle, exhaustive experi- 

ments, were. made in 1887 to ascertain the effect of 
the final process of annealing on oil-tempered steel 
in removing the tensions set up in the metal by the 
oil tempering. The results showed that severe 
strains in the simply oil-tempered metal were elimi_ 
nated in those oil-tempered cylinders which had 
been subsegently annealed. These experiments led 
to the introduction iu the specifications for gun 
steel of a provision requiring that initial tension 
rings should be taken for test from all the larger 
forgings to ascertain that the annealing is suffic- 
lently thorough. 

Various other important experiments were made 
in subsequent years. At length, in 1888, Congress 
appropriated money for establishing the Army 
Gun Factory at Watervliet Arsenal, for completing 
the guns in hand, and for procuring rifled mor- 
tars. From that time practical work could go for- 
ward more rapidly. The most suitable rifling for 
the new mortars was asvertained, and year before 
last the department devised an experimental car- 
riage to allow of the free recoil of a cannon when 
fired upon it, This carriage is used in connection 
with an instrument obtained from abroad and 
known as a: recoil velocimeter, the object of which 
is to measure the velocity of recoil of a gun at 
each instant of its motion. The piece being fired 
without impediment to its free recoil, such a meas- 
ure of the velocity of recoil furnishes a complete 
history of the action of the powder upon it. Being 
afterwerds fired upon its proper carriage the effect 
of the combined action of the powder and recoil- 
cheeking appliance is made known. Data are thus 
furnished for determining the effect of the recoil- 
checking appliance, and of suitably modifying it, 
if need be, a matter of great importance in modern 
carriages where the recoil of powerful pieces is taken 
up in a very shortdistance. The recoil velocimeter 
and. free recoil carriage also serve for a number of 
interesting ballistic determinations, as, for in- 
stance, the powder pressures along the bore of the 
gun, the maximum pressure, the velocity of the 
projectile, etc. With these data it is easy to pro- 
portion the strength of the gun at the different 
points to withstand safely the powder pressure to 
which it will be subjected. 

The list of guns made by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment includes one 8 inch mountain gun; one hun- 
dred 3.2 inch field guns, with 25 more under man- 
ufacture; twenty-five 3.6 inch guns, of which the 
type gun has been tested; sixteen service 3.6 inch 
mortars; ten siege 5 inch guns; ten 7 inch rifled 
howitzers; fifty 8 inch muzzle loading rifles, con- 
verted from smooth bores by steel tubes, besides 
the one hundred and sixty previously converted 
with wrought iron tubes; finally, the following guns 
and carriages of large calibre:

The system of carriages is under revision, owing 
to the accuracy of modern guns, which compels more 
cover than the barbette carriage. The article from 
which we quote states that the modern barbette car- 
riage does not differ in general principle from that 
used. during the war, except that it is arranged to 
return into firing position automatically, termed the 
gravity return, and in place of friction clamps to 
take up the recoil hydraulic brakes are used, fitted 
with throttling bars to give a constant resistance. 
The disappearing carriages will be used for 8 and 10 
inch guns, and either gan lifts or casemates for 12 
inch gans. The disappearing|carriage permits the 
gun to fall behind the cover of the parapet in re- 





raised again to the yo Cpe the 
pressures accumulated during recoil. The gun lift 
carriage consists of an ordinary barbette carriage 
mounted on a hydraulic elevator, which is raised 
and lowered as an elevator before and after firing. 
The casemate carriage must permit of training and 
elevating the piece about the embrasure as a centre 
—the so-called minimum embrasure carriage. The 

16-inch gun will be mounted by pairs in turrets. 

They pivot also at the embrasure for elevation. 
The direction is given§by turning the turret itself. 

As to mortars, new carriages have been required 
for them on account of the severe shock of dis- 
charge ; but this shock isovercome by placing hy- 
draulic brakes in the line of the recoil, or nearly 
s0- which thus serve as a buffer between the piece 
and the platform. The piece is restored to its fir- 
ing position by means of springs, or air compressed 
sufficiently for that purpose by the recoil and pos- 
sessing sufficient initial compression to retain the 
piece in the firing position until fired. The Ord- 
nance Department has procured, or has under 
mauufacture, or now under test, a namber of types 
of these various kinds of carriages, excepting the 
casemate and the turret. 








WE understand that committee work for this ses- 


‘sion of Congress is now practically at a close. The 


only one of the Service committees to hold a session 
this week was the House Naval, which barely suc- 
ceeded in getting a quorum. The adoption of a 
favorable report on the bill remitting the penalties 
on the Concord and Bennington was the only busi- 
ness transacted by this committee. 

Chairman Outhwaite would like to dispose of the 
Artillery-Infantry Reorganization bill before the 
session closes, but it is almost impossible to get the 
members to attend the sessions these hot days, so 
that this bill, like many others, will probably be 
laid aside until next session. Chairman Herbert, 
of the House Naval Committee, has likewise de 
spaired of getting much more work out of bis com- 
mittee. The Engineers bill, which excited such 
lively debate in the committee a month or two ago, 
is thought to be doomed, and the same fate, it is 
feared, will attend all other measures relating to 
the personnel. The talk of a joint committee of the 
two Houses to sit during the recess 13 heard again, 
but the indications are that it will end in talk. The 
members will be too busily eugaged during the re- 
cess in political matters to spare any time for the 
consideration of naval subjects, so that even if a 
committee were appointed the results might not be 
important. About the only bope there is now for 
naval legislation in the House is the adoption of 
Mr. Herbert’s resolution providing for a day for the 
consideration of business reported from the Naval 
Committee. The committee had made a request for 
June 28. Failing to get this, another day will be 
insisted upon. Should. the request be granted the 
following are the measures that will be pushed for 
consideration: H. R. 9849, for the transfer of the 
Revenue Marine; H. R. 5758, to increase the num- 
ber of enlisted men; 8. 139, to terminate the re- 
duction in the Engineer Corps; H. R. 9022, provid- 
ing for examination of officers of the Marine Corps, 
and a number of private bills, inclading the one for 
the relief of Admiral Jouett. 








THE General Order issued by Secretary Elkins on 
the retirement of Gen. Kelton is a worthy tribute 
to a distinguished officer, whose prolonged and hon- 
orable serviee and personal traits have made bim a 
host of friends in and out of the Army. What is 
specially noticeable in this order is the stress laid 
upon Gen. Kelton's earnest endeavors to better the 
condition of the enlisted men. It is certainly much 
to say that ‘his vigilant care of the true interests of 
the soldier, his professional and personal advance- 
ment and the happiness of his daily life in the Ser- 
viee has never relaxed.”. But the high praise is well 
merited, and it must apparently bea help to Gen. 
Kelton in the latter’s present candidacy for the 
office of Governor of the Soldier’s Home. There is

Ex-CONFEDERATES will no longer be barred from 
appointment to positions in the Army and Navy 
should an amendment to a Senate pension bill, just 
adopted by the House, prevail. The bill in question 
amends the pension laws so as to remove the dis- 
ability of those who having participated in the re- 
bellion enlisted in the Army and became disabled, 
This bill, which was previously passed by the Sen- 
ate, was passed by the House on June 28 with an 
amendment, providing that nothingin any act of 
Congress shall hereafter prevent any person from 
being commissioned in the Army or Navy by reason 
of having served in the Army or Navy of the Oon- 
federate States. 


THE cavalry competitions of this year for the De- 
partments of the East, Platte, and California will 
take place at the Bellevue Rifle Range, near Fort 
Omaha, instead of at Fort Robinson, Neb., as 
originally ordered.

MILITARY circles were somewhat startled early 
this week by despatobes from Paris that Captain 
Henry D. Borup, Ord. Dept., U. 8. A., Military At- 
tache with the U.S. Legation in France, bad been ac- 
cused by the French press of furnishing confidential 
information, received from the Frenevh authorities, 
to the German and Italian Governments, for a con- 
sideration. To those on this side of the Atlantic who 
know Captain Borup, the incident occasioned little 
anxiety, and his statement, in effect as follows, was 
received with perfect confidence: “I don’t want 
exoneration, as I bave done nothing calling for 
exoneration. I merely want equity before the law. 
Idon’teven know the man Granier, who accuses 
me. All that I have done has been absolutely within 
my legitimate duties as a military attache of the 
United States Legation toward a friendly Power. It 
is absolutely false that I. have communicated any 
information obtained by me to representatives of 
foreign governments.” Rut the matter went before 
the French Chamber of Deputies, and in order that, 
there might be no friction, our Minister to France 
telegraphed to Washington that Captain Borup bed 
better be recalled. The authorities at Washingto 
firmly believe in Captain Borup’s entire innocence 
of the alleged charges, but, of course, his recall is 
best under the circumstances. The New York 
Herald well says that *‘the story should be received 
with distrust. Officers of the United States Army~ | 
are trained in too rigid a school of honor to make it. 
likely tbat one of them in Captain Borup's position 
should act the part of a mércenary spy. His 
emphatic denial is certainly worth more than is the 
anonymous accusation made against him.” 

Captain Borup is quoted as saying: “{ hav 
never done anything but what was my duty asa 
military attache. All my letters, books, reports 
and other papers are open at any time to the War 
Office, Iam prepared to telegraph to Washington 
and ask for my recall, and I would have done so al- 
ready bad it not appeared to me that my motivés 
might be misconstraed, and | will now remain and 
face the music.’ Oapt. Borup bas been a zealots 
correspondent of the Bureau of Ioformation of our 
War Department at Wasbington, which may have 
given rise to this misunderstanding, but we shall 
confidently expect that bis honor will be found un- 
stained, and that when the matter is sifted to the 
bottom, as it will be, he will be found to be perfeot- 
ly guiltless. 


In future Government work, in the delineation of 
topography, contour lines, and similar data, papler 
maché is destined to be extensively used in place of

A recommendation for mercy 
on the part of the court, coupled with personal 
consideration for Commander Graham’s family, in- 
duced the Secretary to recommerd that the sen- 
tence be mitigated to seven years’ suspension on 
half pay. At last accounts, the President had not 
acted on the papers, but in anticipation of the ap- 
proval of Secretary Tracy’s recommendation, the 
Department has made out the long list of promo- 
tions in the line which have been delayed in conse- 
quence of the uncertain status of this officer. 
From this list, which we publish elsewhere, 1t will 
be observed that Commanders Bridgman, McCar- 
mick, Barker, Cotton and Bartlett, have been pro- 
moted over the head of Commander Graham, who 
will probably never reach a higher grade. He can 
retire for forty years service before the suspension

presumed by his friends that he will take advan- 
tage of that privilege, rather than run the chances 
of a promotion board with the existing Court-mar- 
tial proceedings as a part of his record. 








A VALUED correspondent sends us an interesting 
account, published in the Providence Journal, of 
thejdefences, or rather of the want of defences, in 
Narragansett Bay. It is opem to the criticism 
which he makes of exposing a good deal to the 
knowledge of other nations; but we trust that 
some good modern guns and mortars will be ready 
for mounting there within the next twelve months, 
while the region is not destitute of submarine 
defences now. 








THE assignment of the West Point graduates 
has been practically determined upon, but will 
probably not be announced until the early part of 
next week, owing to certain changes necessitated 
by unexpected casualties during the past few 
days.

No. 22. The House appropriated $2 660,000 for Army 
transportation, which the Senate smended by providing tor 
an appropriation of $2,850 000, but which was modified by 
agreement of the Conterence Committee to $2,700,000. 

No. 25 relates to the amount to be paid out tor the ser- 
vices of civilians employed in the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment.

RECORD SHOOTING. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Iw a recent issue of your valuable paper “ Captain 
ot Infantry’ seems to base his objections to record 
shooting on the ground that conscientious company 
commanders cannot compete with the ‘record 
makers.” That may be so. Nevertheless, without 
the records of each company being more or less 
competitive in their general nature and classifica- 
tion, it would be impossible to keep up any interest 
in its performance amoung the officers and men 
sufficient to insurea high standard of marksman- 
ship in our Army. 

Competition is the life and energy of our country 
in every branch of its industries; and we lead the 
world. We can no more do without it in the Service 
than in trade, even though we suffer through 
“tricks of the trade,” and cannot catch the record 
makers. To abolish it and its recording would be 
the death blow to efficiency in marksmanship. 

Further, without the records, it would be impos- 
sible for any of our commanders to have any useful 
knowledge of the progress or stateof marksman- 
ship of the men in their commands, 

owever, |, toc, have my “bone to pick’’ with 
the present system. Any system that takes two 
years,to classify a recruit as a shot is of little use for 
practical military purposes in an emergency. Ever 
recruit should know how to shoot and be classifie 
within three months after enlistment, and preorted 
as an available shot for duty with the organization 
to which he belongs. What good is a soldier with- 
out a guo? What good is the gun if the soldier 
can’t shoot? What does Uncle Sam want to keep a 
soldier a year and a half for that can’t shoot? 

I would suggest that the target instruction for re- 
oruits be couducied in each organization through- 
out the year, or at least a sufficient amount of it at 
the recruiting rendezvous and at garrisons to insure 
the recruit being wade a shot of some kind inside of 
a reasonable number of days after enlistment. 

The “record breakers” do good even if they can- 
not be reached. By them a high standard is set 
which all companies strain their utmost to reach as 
nearly as they possibly van by all fair means within 
the r power. 

Take away thestandard of number one, the classi- 
fication of the lowest, and do you think there would 
be much nerve force expeuded by the captains, or 
very much strain put on the different organizations, 
to obtain the maximum result from every shot fired, 
and consequently the largest number of capable 
shots that tneir commands will produce?

Trotter 
was born in Brooklyn and was the son of Jonathan 
Trotter; at one time Mayor of that city. He was 
educated at Trinity College, at Hartford, Conn., 
and after graduation he joined the 7th Regiment in 
April, 1861. In December of that year he was ap- 
pointed captain of the 102d New York Volunteers, 
was promoted major in July, 1862, mustered out in 
March, 1863, and the following June was appointed 
captain of the Veteran Reserve Corps. He was pro- 
moted major in October, 1863; promoted lieut.- 
colonel in March, 1864, and was mustered out in Oc. 
tober, 1866. He had in the meantime been appointed 
captain of the 45th U. 8. Infantry and major of the 
44th U. S. Infantry, but the latter appointment was 
cancelled by the President Dec. 8, 1866, and he re- 
verted to his captaincy in the 45th Infantry. He was 
transferred to the 14th U.S. Infantry in 1869, and 
served with that regiment until March 23, 1892, when 
he was promoted major of the 24th U. 8. Infantry. 
The deceased officer had a splendid war record, and 
for bis gallant and meritorious services received the 
brevets of major and lieutenant-colonel in the Re- 
gular Army and of colonel and brigadier-general of 
volunteers. He leaves a widow and five children. 
He was born April 25, 1838. 


CAPTAIN CHARLES Hay, Commissary of Subsist- 
ence, U.S. A., & meritorious officer of thirty years’ 
service, died at Denver, Colo., of pneumonia, June 
28. Capt. Hay served from 1861 to July, 1864, in an 
Obio regiment, was appointed captain of the 5th 
U. 8. Veteran Infantry in February, 1865, and was 
mustered out in May, 1866. In 1867 be was ap- 
pointed 2d lieutenant of the 36°h U.S. Infantry, 
was afterwards assigned to the 23d U. S. Infantry, 
promoted Ist lieutenant in 1871, and in December, 
1888, was appointed captain and commissary of 
subsistence, C.8.A. He had been stationed at 
Denver for some years past. He had an excellent 
war record. 


LIEUTENANT FRANK L. Situ, U. 8S. Revenue Ma- 
rine, died at New Bedford, Mass., June 21. 


Mrs. SARAH EcCKFELDT, widow of an officer of the 
War of 1812, died June 23, at Germantown, aged 105 
years and eix months. 


Mr. FRANKLIN BUCHANAN DAVIDSON, who died at 
Cambridge, Mass., June 23, was a son of Hunter 
Davidson, formerly Ist lieutenant, U. 8S. Navy, who 
left the Service in April, 1861. 


Mrs. SopHtE TALBOT GWYNNE, widow of Major 
David Gwynne, paymaster, 0. S. Army, died June 
15, at St. Louis, in the 96th year of her age. Major 
Gwynne served with great distinction in the War of 
1812, resigned in 1830, and died in 1849, 


LIEZUTENANT JuLivs S. Bonrer, OU. S. N., retired, 
who died at Linden, Md.. June 21, joined the Navy 
as & midshipman in 1839, attained the grade of 
master in 1854, and was retired in 1858. Io 1883 bis 
title was changed to lieutenant, junior grade. He 
leaves two daughters. . 


Mr. Percy LivinestoN DRAYTON, who died at 
Washington, D. C., June 24. joinea the Naval Acad- 
emy in 1874, and on June 26, 1884, had risen to the 
ravk of ensign. He resigned from the Navy in 1886. 
He was the only son of Mr. Wm. Drayton, of Phila- 
delpbia, and a nephew of Capt. Percival Drayton, 
U. 8. N., who died in 1865. After his resignation be 
travelled extensively through Europe. He was 35 
years of age,a man of splendid physique, of great 
personal beauty and a thorougb spurtsman. He was 
a member of the Union, Knickerbocker, Racquet 
and Tuxedo Clubs, and a great favorite in society. 


WE regret to note the death at Reading, Pa., June 
19, of the Rev. C.F. McUauley, D. D., father of Capt. 
C. A. H. MoCauley, A+ei-tant Quartermaster, U. 8. 
Army. The Reformed Church Record, of Reading, 
referring to toe death of Dr. McCauley, says: * Dr. 
McCauley enjoyed the bonor of being the coldest 
minister in Reading, both in point of age and ser- 
vice. He was boro Jap. 5, 1816, at Ringgold’s Manor, 
ten miles south of Hagerstown, Md. He was an able 
preacher, a faithful pastor, and a most humble ser- 
vant of Christ. One of the most prominent and 
beautiful traitain his character was his unselfish- 
ness. During Dr. McCauley’s pastorate of 36 years 
he contirmed 896 persone, received by certificate 435, 
baptized 1,160, buried 662, wedded 338 coupler."’ The 
Rev. Dr.C. 8.Gernard, who officiated at the funeral, 
paid a beauuful tribute to the virtues of the de- 
ceased, in the course of which he said: “ His com- 
panionsbip was atreasure to us all. Noone ever 
welcomed his brethren more cordially to his house 
and hearth. Genuine hospitality and brotherly 
kindness were conspicuous traits of his character. 
A truer and kinder beart tban his pever beat in a 
bumap breast.” Floral tributes from many churches 
and Sunday scbools were sent as tokens of affection

THE STATE TROOPS. 


NEW YORK STATE CAMP OF INSTRUCTION. 
Peexsx(11, June 30. 
SIXTY-NINTH REGIMENT. 


Unper the superintendence of Lieut. Col. Moran. 
the now ist, late the 21 battalion, the latter part ot 

the week became a totally different organi i. 

The attendance for drill was greatly improved, and 
in the morning drills of Thursday the company of- 
ficers were kept on the jump, there was little talk- 
ing in ranks and, we are giad to say, no profanity. 

The men acknowledged the master and acted ac- 
cordingly. The companies of the battalion were 
hardly recognizable, and instead of the slipshod 

work of thethree previous days, the duty bad be- 
come clean and systematic. The improvement, 
though gradual, was plainly perceptible, and the 
State inspector was satisfied with the progress. Maj. 
Duffy's battalion was well in band and having gone 
through the gamut were ready for general work 
under the new Drill Regulations. Thanks to the 
— work of the major this battalion was now 
ing shane and the promise that the whole com- 
mand would leave camp in a greatly improved state 
was assured. The midday drills were the initiation 
of the “extended order,” and under the guidance of 
Col. Phisterer and Maj. Stackpole were productive 
of most beneficial results. A steady improvement 
could be observed, and though there was plenty and 
just cause for adverse oriticism, the faults must be 
jaid at the doors of the company officers. 

Friday, the last working day of the regiment's 
tour, was truly its most successful one. All went 
well, from reveille to taps, and though the troopers 
in the matter of hospitality to the men of the regi- 
ment were lavish in the extreme, to the credit of 
both organizations be it said that nota single rule 
of the camp was violated. All was fun and jolit 
from retreat to tattoo, but at taps the men reti 
to quarters and neitber sound nor light were in the 
company streete. The excellent discipline of the 
rank and file of the regiment waz maintained. 

Notwithstanding the rain the companies were out 
for the morning drill on Saturday, and the skirmieh 
drill by company was closely inspected by the bat- 
talion commanders. . After breakfast the troops 
were paid off by Col. Phisterer and the week’s work 
was completed. 

It would bea fallacy to state that this first week 
of the New York State Camp, 1892, was a success, 
but the fault was not that of the State officials, the 
battalion commanders, or the rank and file of the 
regiment. The fault is mainly that of the lack of 
interest and carelessness of the company command- 
ers, and if Col. Cavanagh will not call for it, the 
State officials in charge of the camp who have wit- 
nessed the exhibition of ignorance displayed day 
by day should demand a reorgavization of this com- 
mand. It is well and honorable to be a veteran, but 
when the veteran loses his interest and is too old or 
too careless to a, with the practical work of 
the day, then the days of his usefulness have passed 
and he should retire from active work and let 
younger men have the sway.

As all but one of these companies had made 
several tours to the State Camp there was lit- 
tle time wasted in getting quarters shipshape and 
the battalion was prompt 4 the formation for the 
first evening's parade. lt has been an oft told tale 
that the separate companies as a rule outrank in 
drill, discipline and payeique the companies of the 
city regiments, and in the case of the ist Battalion 
the rule bolds good, for a finer looking or better be- 
baved body of men would be bard to find. Their 
officers, too, were enthusiasts, always seeking the Ia- 
test points of information regarding the new Drill 
Regulations and promptly imparting this informa- 
tion to their men. To this must be attributed the 
great success of this battalion during the week. 
Captain, or rather as his officers choose to call bim, 
*“*Major” Yates, worked hard, and be it said to the 
credit of the “1st Provisional” of 1892, his work was 
apnoreciated and furthered.
